SMALL FIGHTS 


LONG 


Contends Grand Jury That 
Indicted Him Was Illegal 


After weeks spent in the study of 
hard road systems to avoid arrest and 
months of talk about “an immediate 
trial,” Gov. Len Small finally appeared 


yesterday and listened for three and a 
half hours while his counsel argued | 
against going to trial on the indigct- 
ments. 

And to the governor it must have 
seemed there were more photographers 
than spectators in Judge Claire C. Ed- 
wards’ court. The crowd filled only a 
little more than half of the space and 
appeared to be more interested im the 
flashlight reports that punctuated the 
arguments than in the technicalities 
themselves. 

Twice the hearing was suspended by. 
flashlight barrages, once when a pho- 
tographer’s gun snapped seven times 
without exploding—Attorney C. C. La 
Forgee, governor’s counsel, pausing at 
each snap—and again when Juge Ed- 
wards informed the photographers he 
would stop the proceedings long 
enough for them to “ get all the pic- 
tures they wanted.” 


Flashlight Artists Finish. 


“We're through, your honor,” piped 
one photographer (his plates probably 
exhausted, and Attorney Le Forgee 
finally went on uninterruptedly with 
his argument. 

His argument attacked the legality 
of the Sangamon county grand jury, 
which returned the indictments, from 
two angies. First, he claimed, the 
jury list had been prepared by a com- 
mittee of the board of supervisors in- 


the board on Sept. 14, 1920, had acted 
contrary to Mw in adjourning “ until 
10 a. m. Thursday ” without specifying 
the date. 

Secondly, he contended the jury had 
gone outside its powers in submitting 
a report with the indictment, in “ giv- 
ing this report to all the newspapers ”’ 
and “ condemning the governor before 
he had a chance to be heard in court.” 


Light Attendance at Hearing. 


While the preliminary legal skir- 
mish may be considered of great im- 
portance in other parts of the state, 
Waukegan refuses to become excited 
over it. The spectators’ benches in the 
courtroom were hardly more than half 
filled when the hearing opened, and 
even this small crowd had greatly di- 
minished by the time court adjourned. 
The hearipg had been schedufed to 
start at 11 o’clock, but owing to “ im- 
portant state matters” which the gov- 
ernor had to transact, his attorneys 
asked for and were granted a delay 
until 1:30 in the afternoon. 

American Flag Over All. 
Judge Edwards was on the bench 
promptly at 1:30. A huge American 
flag hung from the ceiling immediately 
above his head. Gov. Small, his son, 
Leslie, and Vernon Curtis, co-defend- 
ant, sat on the lawyers’ bench just 
inside the railing. Attorney Werner 
W. Schroeder of the legislative refer- 
ence bureau opened the case for the 
defense by submitting the minutes of 
the Sangamon county board, its re- 
port, affidavits supporting the plea for 
a change of venue, and other exhibits. 
He then formally filed motions to 
quash the indictment charging Gov. 
Small, Lieut. Gov. Sterling, and Ver- 
non Curtis jointly, with the embezzle- 
ment of $700,000 of state funds, the 
indictment charging Gov. Small with 
the embezzlement of $500,000 during his 
term as state treasurer, and the in- 
dictment charging all three with con- 
spiracy to defraud the state of some 
$2,000,000 through the operation of a 
confidence game. 


Le Forgee States His Claims. 


Attorney Le Forgee then launched 
into his argument, which lasted from 
a few minutes before 2°‘o’clock until 
court adjournment at 4:65. He 
charged that the grand jury which 
returned the tndictments was illegal- 
ly chosen, He cited the two points 
on which he based his contention. 
“But before starting my argu- 
ments,” said Attorney Le Forges, “I 
want to know whether the records 
of the meetings of the board of st- 
pervisors in September, 1920, will be 
controverted by the state in the hear- 
ing of this motion.” 


Cites Clerk’s Presence. 


“In answer to that,” replied State's 
Attorney Mortimer of Sangamon coun- 
ty, in charge of the prosecution, “the 
county elerk is here under your sub- 
pena and will testify. I presume that 
will speak for itself.” 
“The record is here and speaks for 
itself,”” returned Le Forgee. “If they 
take the position that the certified copy 
of the record is not correct, I want to 
know it now. I want to know whether 
at a subsequent time in this hearing 
this will be a matter of cavil, argu- 
ment or dispute.” 
“The county clerk wilk say as to 
the correctness of the record,” Mr. 
Mortimer said. 
“I can’t agree with that, your 
honor,” Le Forgee returned. “It has 
been submitted and it is either com- 
petent or incompetent.”

“We will stand by the record of the 
county clerk,” the state’s attorney re- 
plied. 

“Of which we have submitted a cer- 
tifled copy,” Le Forgee returned. 

“Of that I don’t know,” Mortimer 
shot back. 


Dwells on Case’s Importance. 


Attorney Le Forgee opened his ad 
dress by dwelling on the importance 
of the case, which he elaimed “re- 
flects not alone the life and liberty of 
the man who is charged, but in a way 
is a reflection upon the state’s ad- 
ministration.” He presumed that a 
governor was entitled to the same bene- 
fits, privileges, and protection of the 
law as any other citizen. 

He declared that the alleged flaws 
in the records-of the county board 
were not “of technical importance,” 
but of “supreme importance.” 

“Tt was never intended,” he said, 
“for a man charged with the commis- 
sion of a crime that an investigation 
should be made of that charge unless 
the law was complied with.” 

He read the law setting forth that It 
“shall” be the duty of a county board 
to select twenty-three grand jurors at 
least twenty days before the sitting of 
the court. He claimed that the min- 
utes showed the jury list in Sangamon 
county had been prepared by a special 
committee on jury and jury lHsts and 
submitted the journal of the board for 
a year previous in an effort to prove 
that no record of the appointment of 
any such committee had been made. 


Attacks “Special Report.” 


He charged the grand jury went en- 
tirely outside its powers in returning 
a report with the indictments, a report 
of which he said he never had seen the 
like in Illinois. He blamed the jurors 
for having scattered this report to the 
newspapers all over the country, thus 
“condemning a man before he had had 
an opportunity to deny the report in 
court.”

in December and January. 

These figures are impossible of veri- 
fication in London as they have bought 
the wheat f. o. b. their own ships, and 
there is neither a wheat market nor 
a freight market by which to test 
it. London dealers, however, say the 
above figures are well within possi- 
bility. 

Large Stocks in Japan. 

It has been given out by the Japs 
that they are buying wheat because 
of the failure of the rice crop, but 
Louis Dreyfus & Co., one of the larg- 
est grain dealers in the world, which 
made a special inquiry in Japan @ 
few days ago, ascertained that they 
have large stocks not only of rice 
but of last season’s wheat. 

The Japs have bought 64,000 tons 
of tramp steamers within the last 
month in England, and jt is reported 
here that they have bought ships from 
other countries. 

From Yorkshire comes news that 
they have placed large orders for 


the mills, idle for months, to begin 
work again. 


Constructors I have learned that the 
Japs two or three months ago bought 
large quantities of aircraft and air 
material, but not sensibly larger in 
proportion to their national importance 
than other nations. Much of this ma- 
terial was war surplus bought from 
the government two years ago by spec- 
ulators. They have also placed orders 
for small airships of observation type. 
Dollars for Pounds. 


About three weeks ago the wnex- 
plained advance in the price of sterling 
began in the London and New York 
markets. The pound, which had been 
a few cents over $3.70, began to rise 
steadily until it is now worth over $4. 
‘American bankers in London say that 
they just have learned that there has 
been steady and unsensational buying, 
which has only now been noticed is for 
the Japanese account. It is said that 
the London purchases have been made 
through the Yokohama Specie bank 
and Bank of Tai Wan. 

American officials tn London have 
heard of the purchases of airplanes al- 
ready mentioned and also of large pur- 
chases of phosphates in Germany and 
Chile. Phosphates are useful efther for 
munitions or fertilizer. 

At Japanese Embassy. 

‘When I inquired about the Japanese 
purchases at the Japanese embassy I 
was referred to Capt. Kobayashi, the 
naval attaché, who, it was said, knew 
all about them. 

Capt. "Kobayashi! said the wheat had 
been bought because the rice crop was 
3,000,000 bags short, and the people 
had to be fed. He dented the purchases 
of khaki and aircraft, and said if the 
ships had been bought they had been 
bought for private interests.

Chinese Official Quits. 


Conference circles were startled to- 
night to learn that Dr. Philip K. C. 
Tyau, Chinese minister to Cuba, and 
secretary general to the Chinese dele- 
gation, had cabled his resignation as 
secretary. 

“The only thigg left for us to do,” 
he said, “is to tell our people that 
there is no hope of obtaining justice 
while we are weak, that we must re- 
organize our\army, bring it up to west- 
ern standards, and prepare to get .our 
rights by force. . 

“I came here expecting great things.. 
I thought that at last China would 

t a hearing and that robbery and 
spoliation would be stopped. I did 
not expect that the things we had 
signed away by treaty would be given 
back to us at once, but I did expect 
that in the matter of foreign troops, 
foreign police, foreign postoffices, for- 
eign leases obtained under the twenty- 
one demands, which we never recog- 
nized, we would receive the active 
help of the other nations, particularly 
America. This hope has failed to ma- 
terialize and I-cannot remain.” 


Japanese Stand Defended. 


M. Hanihara, Japanese delegate, ex- 
plained tonight his country’s stand on 
Shantung. 

“The popular idea in Ameriea,” he 
said, “seems to be that Japan has over- 
run the province and controls the frail- 
way, government, and _ everything. 
That is all bunk. Japan controls 289 
miles of railroad and polices it with 
2,700 men. 

“Americans and others pay us a 
compliment when they say this force 
holds 40,000,000 Chinese in subjection. 
If we were that brave we should not 
have to strive for a.70 or any other 
naval ratio. - 

“The leased territory of Kiau-Chau 
is 200 square miles, less than one-half 
of 1 per cent of the province.

Then the British, Frefich, Italian, 
and Japanese aviation experts con- 
gratulated Admiral Moffett on the suc- 
cessful test of the new gas used in 
the C-7’s flight from Hampton Roads.

Time to Reflect on War.

THE, FIRST, MESSAGE. 


The President evidently intends that congress 
and the country shall take budget reform seri- 
ously, for his first communication to congress is 
hardly more than a preface to the report of the 
director of the bureau of the budget, Gen. Dawes, 
and the first budget made up under the new 
system, 

But in this preface, only a page in length, we 
suspect the taxpayers of the country will find more 
eloquence and encouragement in the laconic sum- 
mary of-a reduction of nearly two billions less 
than the actual expenditures of 1921 than pages of 
rhetoric could afford tiem. 

In fact, with this message and the accompanying 
presentation by Director Dawes of the measures 
taken to establish g sound system of operation in 
the business of government, we have reached and 
passed a turning point in the science of govern- 
ment in the United States. The work may be 
undone through a refiux of those forces of political 
or bureaucratic self-interest which with the inertia 
of routine have preserved through generations the 
wasteful and inefficient decentralization of our fed- 
eral administration. This would be a national mis- 
fortune, for public money wasted through bad 
method is not only money unnecessarily drawn 
from the taxpayers but also money deflected from 
good uses. It is therefore important that the bus!- 
ness men especially of the country should acquaint 
themselves with what has been done and why, in 
order that a public opinion may be formed for the 
support of this reform and for its future defense

But laws are not self-operative, and it was’ the 
country’s good fortune that President Harding is a 
strong advocate of administrative reform and has 
used to the full his powers to assist the creation of 
a modern system such as well managed private 
corporations possess. Thus for the G@rst time the 
executive has “assumed his?full responsibility as. 
the head of the governmental business organiza- 
tion.” 

Making use of the newly created agency, the 
director and bureau of the budget, which Gen. 
Dawes undertook to organige and establish in 
method, the President hes been able to impose a 
policy of economy upon the public admf{nistration 
with remarkable, immediate results in the saving 
of hundreds of millions. At the same time Director 
Dawes, acting under the budget law and executive 
orders, has devised and put in operation a system 
of cotrdinating agencies, operating within the de-| 
partments, by which the whole businesa of the 
government can be brought within unified control 
and a consistent executive policy tm posed for the 
first time in our history. | 

The first fruits of the new system appear in the 
budget for 1923. They are sufficiently suggestive 
of what may be expected fn the future if the system 
survives politics and bureaucratic reaction. That it 
will survive while Warren Harding is President 
there is proof enough in the vigor he has shown in 
getting the system evolved and working. That it 
shall become permanent depends chiefly upon pub- 
lic opinion, especially that of the business com- 
munity.

States in its fist; start fortifying them and start a 
war. We believe the Japanese can be depended 


upon not to permit without a fight any such naval |. 


and military establishments close to its shores as 


guarantee the security of the Philippines. 

The Japanese have us as they want us in that 
quarter now. ‘If we had a naval base at Guam big 
enough for the American fleet and protected by 
the guns of such a base we'd have the Japanese. 
We'd not allow them to establish a naval base for 
a superior fleet within 1,600 miles of the Panama 
canal and San Francisco, Their chance to prevent 
us fortifying would be before it was accomplished, 
and if we know anything at all of their habits of 
reasoning and acting they would take their chance 
while they had it. , 

The United States is between the devil and the 

blue sea, facing a deferred risk or a certain fight, 
and all to maintain an uncertain sovereignty over 
and management of people who say they want 
their liberty—and we have promised it to them. 
We cannot defend them and ought to give them 
up, but there are several ways of doing that. We 
can get out of our predicament and yet keep. the 
Fillpinos from going over the dam as soon as we 
withdraw. The Philippines can be neutralized with 
Great Britain, Japan, and the United States as 
guarantors. The United States should not get out 
and guarantee alone. It will have a dangerous 
time remaining in and guaranteeing. 
It can get out with a three party guardnty, 
which will protect the Philippines from aggression 
and allow equality of treatment in trade and in 
settlement. We can extricate ourselves’ from a 
military dilemma and a cause of trouble and annex 
the British fleet in support of wh&t we now stand 
alone in defending. 

That would knock the Japanese alliance out so 
far as our principal far Pacific danger 1s involved. 
The Japanese could not make trouble for us in that 
direction and they could not say that we were pre- 
paring to make trouble for them. 

Then we could assert, ag we must, that the forti- 
fication of Hawali is a part of the defense of the 
United States, ag it is, and that with regard to such 
fortifications the United States makes no stipula- 
tion, but remains © to guard itself. Guam might 
be a base for aggression, but Hawaii is a base for 
defense. 

With British codperation we can satisfy Japan 
with regard to far Pacifie possessions and by such 
a three party agreement diminish our obligations 
and dangers instead of increasing them.

POOR MR. LANDRU! 
{Peoria Star. ] 


The French have peculiar ideas of justice. When a 
man commits murder they believe in putting him to 
death. For some strange reason they do not coddle 
him, send him flowers in jail and do everything pos- 
sible to save his life, so ghat he can go forth and 
commit more murders. They are sadly behind en- 
lightened America in this respect. 

Here is the case of poor Monsieur Landru. He 
killed only ten women and a boy. Doubtless they 
weren't worth much, and anyway there were only 
eleven of them, and yet a heartless French jury, 
after brief deliberation—think of it, they had not the 
heart to take time to it—found poor Landru guilty 
and have ordered his head cut off. And this shame- 
ful thing is to be permitted to go on without a pro- 
test from the people of the United States. 

It is too bad that poor dear Landru could not have 
been tried in the state of Illinois—say Chicago. 
Would any such indignity have been permitted? Not. 
on your life! The poor, dear gentleman would have 
reposed in a cell full of orchids, rare flowers and 
fruits. Perfumed notes from thousands of beautiful, 
sympathetic American women would have lightened 
his hours of idleness. High-priced lawyers would 
have procured his release on bail and everything pos- 
sible done to delay the orderly process of the courts. 
In the end a jury would have disagreed, or at the 
best have given him a few years in prison, and every- 
thing would have been serene.

ROM the beginning of winter. until 
the milder weather of spring @ 
fairly large part of the people will 
complain of cold feet and hands. 

Among these will be the old, who will 
be told that their thick wall blood vesse's 
cannnot carry enough blood to their ex- 
tremities to keep those members warm, 
or that their hearts have not enough 
‘force to keep an ample supply of warm 
blood in the suburbs. 

Among them will be some who are 
said to be cold natured, and, lastly, there 
will be a group who have Raynaud's 
disease or some @ousins of that disease. 

There are some people whose blood 
vessels are enough diseased to cguse 
cold feet, but they are very few. 

There are others with heart disease, 
who have ‘nottled skin on their ankles 
and some dropsy of the legs, and they 
clearly have a right to complain of cold 

But the great majority of tHose wh 


troubled: because of vasomotor disturb- 
ance. There are nerve cells and nerve 
fibers which enlarge or lessen the size 
of certain blood vessels and in that way 


goto the head, the liver, the feet, or the 
hands. | 

Wherever more blood goes, there heat 
will be. Wherever less blood goes, there 
will be relative cold. 

When it comes to the matter of comfort 
the vasomotor system has more to do 
with gpnditions than all else combined. 
‘Unfortunately, we know far less about 
influencing this vasomotor apparatus and, 
therefore, determining comfort, than we 
do about controlling consumption and 


| wiping out yellow fever. 


However, there are a few simple pro- 
cedures which we know help in keeping 
the feet comfortable in cold weather, 
and at least one acts through the vaso- 
motor system, 

If the feet are disagreeably cold, we 
can warm them up by exercise, or by 
breathing deeply. Thirty deep breaths, 
one right after the other, will warm up 


‘the feet and hands, and make the face 


turn red. Unfortunately, old people 
sometimes complain that this exercise 
makes them dizzy. Stamping the feet, 
walking fast, or running is effective. 

This exercise must be kept up to be 
effective. When the heart begins to 


.feel the effects, there will be an im- 


pulse to stop, but this must not be fol- 
lowed, since just this feeling is proof that 
the remedial forces are turning up. 

In the discomfort from cold feet which 
old people feel, the lack of force of 
the peart and the thickening of the ves- 
sels are less of a factor than is deficiency 
of grease in the sitin. .

, TO CUT THE RETAIL PRICE OF 
MEAT. 

Chicago, Nov. 28.—I was very much in- 
terested in an editorial that appeared a 
week or ten days ago, in which you 
brought out the fact that packers were 
reducing their prices but that very little 
change had been made by the retail 
butchers. A suggestion was made that 
if the packer were handling the retail 
end of it we would probably see a price 


reduction. The article ended up with 
some doubt as to the government permit- 
ting this. 

If the Standard Ol] company can manu- 
facture gasoline, sell it wholesale and run 
service stations selling it retail, what is 
to prevent the packers from doing the 
same? 

I understand the government recently 
deprived. the packers of certain privi- 
leges—the canning business, etc. But 
why not permit them to sell meat and 
poultry retail, as well as wholesale? 
The advantage to the public would be 
that in place of selling the entire quar- 
ter to the local butcher they would divide 
the carcass in such a manner that there 
would be no waste, and they could de- 
liver the cheap cuts to the sections 
where they are in demand and the better 
cuts to the sections of the city that buy 
In this way a 
large amount of waste would be elim- 
inated, and naturally the selling cost 
would be reduced. Also, in place of two 
or three butchers in a shop, and twenty 
or more shops in a neighborhood, there 
would be only a quarter of the number 
of places, less he!p—and the public would 
receive the benefit. P, V. TROuUP. 


PREFERRING HIGH FARES TO LOW 
SERVICE. 


Chicago, Nov. 24.—The order of the 
Illinois commerce commission In reduc- 
ing the fares on surface lines to 5 cents 
at once is @ most unwise and unjustifi- 
able exercise of “ politic” power. It is 
contrary to public policy and a confisca- 
tion of property. 

It is a pity that the so-called pblic 
cannot appreciate that a reduction in a 
rate, below a living rate, must of neces~ 
sity mean poor service, and is a distinct 
loss to the public whicn is willing to pay 
a fair going rate for good service. 

The commission finds fault with the 
present service and states it is “not 
worth more than 5 centg.” If the pres- 
ent fares of 8 cents will not produce a 
service worth more than 6 cents, then 
by a common sense deduction a 5 cent 
fare will produce a service worth only 
2 cents. 

If the public wants good service in its 
public utilities ft must pay a rate that 
will make possible the furnishing of 
good service. It cannot be done by arbi- 
trary politic orders, made by gen with 
no financial responsibility.

“If, however, the offer is declined, 
as it may rightfully be, then persist- 
ence, importunity, following, and dog- 
ging become unjustifiable annoyance 
and obstruction which is likely soon 
to savor of intimidation. From all of 
this the person sought to be influenced 
has a right to be free and his employer 
has a right to have him free.”

circumstances of this particular case it 
was idie to talk of “ peaceful communi- 
cation” and that the word “picket” 
indicated a militant purpose “ incon- 
sistent with peaceable persuasion.” 


Each Case on Qwn Merits. 
“When one or more assaults or dis- 
turbances ensued,” the chief justice 
continued, “they characterized 
whole campaign, which became effec- 
tive because of its intimidating char- 
acter.” 


Attempting to draw the line between | 


peaceful persuasion and unlawful pick- 
eting, Mr. Taft declared “each case 
must turn on its own circumstances,” 
but added: 

“We think that the strikers and 
their sympathizers should be limited 
to one representative for each point of 
ingress and egress in the plant or place 
of business and that all others be en- 
joined from congregating or loitering 
at the plant or in the neighboring 
streets by which access is had to the 
plant; that such representatives should

Dennis Lane, secretary-treasurer of 
the Meat Cutters’ union, last night {s- 
sued a statement which read in part: 
“From telegraphic reports I have re- 
ceived, 29,000 packing house workers 
in centers outside of Chicago responded 
to the strike call this morning. More 
than 12,000 workers employed by the 
‘Big Five’ in Chicago came out.” 
The packers contend the wage issue 
is not involved in the strike. They say 


it is an effort to destroy their shop rep- 
‘resentation plan, adopted after Judge

city consumer to have eggs sent direct 
from the producer by parcel poat. They 
cost no more, and if bought from a re 
liable poultry man are sure to be 
fresh. 

Many times the eggs have only been 
out of the nest a few hours when they 
reach the city consumer’s door. In 
many cases they are gathered and put 
directly into the cases, and are in the 
postman’s hands before they are cold. 

Farmers who live several miles out 
in the country and get a comparatively 
low price for their eggs from the local 
dealer are finding it pays to deal direct 
with the consumer. 

The flock owners who are making a 
study of the marketing of their prod- 
ucts are being well paid for their time. 
It takes only a few minutes to pack 
a case of eggs and start them on their 
way. Some poultry keepers find tt 
even profitable to furnish the cases 
themselves. 

Parcel post egg cases are made of 
various sizes. Where the customer has 
a small family the three dozen case is 
the most convenient. In the winter, 
when eggs can be kept fresh for sev- 
eral days, the six dozen and even the 
twelve dozen size can be used. 

Even the smal! flock owner who has 


only a few surplus eggs to sell finds 
that marketing by parcel post pays.
